An Introduction to Worship 


During the fifty years of its life Toc H has 
both benefited by and contributed to the wealth of 
Christian worship. This Jubilee service owes much in 
material and practice to varying Christian traditions, and 
thanksgiving services using this form of worship are 
being held around the world during 1965. 


The order of service has been designed as an act of 
worship for the laity. Originally “the laity” meant the 
whole Church. Let your “Amen” therefore be heard loud 
and clear. Similarly, in the Act of Thanksgiving, different 
voices will be heard, leading the worship of all the people. 
For these prayers the congregation is asked to stand, and 
for other prayers to sit or kneel, according to their usual 
custom. 


For meditation before worship begins :— 


“Your sons and daughters shall prophesy, your old 
men Shall dream dreams, and your young men shall see 
visions.” 


“Thine, O Lord, is the greatness, and the power, and 
the glory, and the victory, and the majesty: for all that is 
in the heavens and the earth is thine: thine is the kingdom, 
O Lord, and thou art exalted as head over all.” 


“Gone is the distinction between Jew and Greek, 
slave and free man, male and female—you are all one in 
Christ Jesus.”

Some He made 
Special Messengers, some prophets. some ‘preachers of 
the Gospel ; to some He gave the power to guide and teach 
His people. His gifts were made that Christians might be 
properly equipped for their service, that the whole Body 
might be built up until the time comes when, in the unity of 
common faith and common knowledge of the Son of God, 
we arrive at real maturity—that measure of development 
which is meant by “the fullness of Christ”. 


We are not meant to remain as children at the mercy 
of every chance wind of teaching and the jockeying of men 
who are expert in the crafty presentation of lies. But we 
are meant to hold firmly to the truth in love, and to grow 
up in every way into Christ, the Head. For it is from the 
Head that the whole Body, as a harmonious structure knit 
together by the joints with which it is provided. grows by 
the proper functioning of individual parts to its full 
maturity in love.

Notes on the Hymns 


“Praise to the Lord” is a great characteristic hymn 
from the Reformation. Written in German by Joachim 
Neander (1650-80). it was translated by Catherine 
Winkworth and others, in the nineteenth century. Verse 5 
was written by Percy Dearmer, for “The English Hymnal” 
and is printed here by permission of Oxford University 
Press. 


The tune Lobe den Herren originally appeared in 
Germany about 1665. Soon after the translation of the 
words, the tune was revised and published in “The 
Chorale Book for England”, in 1863. 


The choice of a metrical psalm from the Scottish 
Psalter is a reminder of the contribution to Christian 
worship from the Presbyterian tradition. The tune 
Dundee appeared with this version of Psalm 121 in the 
Psalter of 1615. 


“Blest be the day when moved | was” is the para- 
phrase by the Founder Padre of the Pilgrim’s Hymn from 
Bunyan's Pilgrim's Progress. By its inclusion in “Songs of 
Praise”, Toc H has contributed to the wealth of Christian 
worship. 


Edward Plumptre, who wrote “Thy hand, O God, has 
guided” also assisted in the Revised Version of the Bible. 
Dean of Wells Cathedral from 1881 until his death ten 
years later, his hymn is a reminder of the great tradition of 
Cathedral worship in our Christian inheritance. 


The tune Thornbury was written by Basil Harwood, 
who died in 1949.
